F. No. 9/2/93-EPC.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
under paragraph r(> of Ihe* Export & Import Policy 1992—97 
(Revised Edition : March, 1993), the Director General of 
Foreign Trade hereby makes the followmg amendments in 
the Handbook of Procedures (Volume-I), 1992-97 (Revised 
Edition : March, 1993):— 

(i) In Chapter VIII, the Entry No. 'A* in first column 
of the Table-I below parajo^ph 147 shall be amend¬ 
ed as under ■— 

“A. Plain gold jewelt^ article unstudded with 
minimum value addition of 10 per cent or more 
(or gold content plus wastage).” 

<h) In Chapter VIII, the entry No, B(i) in the first 
column of Table—below paragraph 147 shall be 
amended as under :— 

'‘(i) Value addition of 15 pen cent and upto 25 ner 
cent."' 

(iii) In Chapter VIII, paragraph 150(9) (iii) the words 
and figures “over the minimum prescribed limit of 
15 per cent on gold control plus wastage avail¬ 
able” appearing at page 56 shall be amended to 
read as under :— 

“over the minimum prescribed limit of 10 per cent 
for plain gold iewellcry and 15 per cent ior studd¬ 
ed gold jewellery on gold content plus wastages 
available,” 

(iv) In Chapter VIII, paragraph 152(10) (ii) the words 

and fibres “over the minimum prescrbed limit of 
15 i^r cent on gold content plus wastage avail- 
peeing at page 64 shall be amended to read as 
under :— 
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‘*over the minimum prescribed limit of 10 per cent 
for plain gold jewellery and 15 per cent for stud¬ 
ded gold jewellery on the gold content plus wast¬ 
ages.*’ 

(v) In Chapter VIII, paragraph 152f20) shall he 
amended as under ;— 

“(20) The Minerals and Metals Trading Corporation 
of India Limited (MMTC), New Delhi ^md its 
branches at Calcutta, Madras, Bangalore, Bombay, 
Ahmedabad and Jaipur and also the Handicrafts 
and Handlooms Exports Corporation of India Ltd. 
(HHHC), New Delhi and its branches at Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras, Jaipur, Bangalore- and Cochin, 
have been nominated as designated agencies for 
supply of gold to the exporters of gold jewellery 
and articles. ’^Fhe procedure laid down in sub- 
paragraphs (1) to (19) above shall equally apply 
in respect of supply of gold by MMTC and 
HHEC.’* 

(vi) In Chapter VIII, paragraph 152(21) shall be tmend- 
ed as under ;— 

“(21) The MMTC and HHEC may also supply 
gold on loan basis if an exporter submits the 
requisite bank guarantee as may be apcciified by 
MMTC and HHEC. Lite exporter shall be liable 
to pay interest as may be agreed between the 
exporter and the MMTCjHHEC for the period 
of the loan. The exporter shall complete the 
exports within 120 days from the date of drawal 
of gold of loan and submit a Release Order issu¬ 
ed by the Licensing Authority to MMTCjHHEC, 
failing which the bank guarantee shall be forfeit¬ 
ed and the exporter shall also be liable to action 
and under any other applicable law.” 


(vii) In Chapter VllI, the “NOTE” below paragraph 
152(22) shall be amended as under :— 

"Note : Under the Scheme of paragraph 88 of the 
Export and Import Policy, 1992—97, the Central 
Government have nominated the Minerals and 
Metals Trading Corporation of India Ltd. and 
HHEC as agencies for the import of (i) gold of 
0.999 fineness or 0.995 fineness and (ii) silver of 
0,999' fineness or 0.995 fineness, to service the re¬ 
quirements of exporters of gold and silver jewellery 
and articles.” 

(viii) In Chapter VHf, paragraph 154(1) shall be amend¬ 
ed to read as under :— 

“(1) For exporting units who wish to independently 
make alloys of gold for export production of 
Jewellery and have suitable alloying facilities as 
certified by the sponsoring authority of Complex 
or the Elevelopment Commissioner of the Zone, 
direct import of gold of 0.999 fineness or supply 
of gold of 0.999 fineness from the SBl] nomi¬ 
nated agency shall be allowed. The direct im¬ 
port of gold by the unit shall be got converted 
into standard bars of same purity of gold from 
the Government Mint with appropriate stamping 
before use for export production. Similarly the 
supply of gold by the SB!/nominated agency 
shall be in standard bars of the same purity with 
appropriate stamping of Government of India 
Mint.”
